Congress Told Disaster to Follow 
lf Major Farm Programs Expire 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
If major farm programs are 
allowed to expire at the end 
of this year, disaster will fol­ 
low in the rural economy, a 
Fly-In 
group of 
some 260 
fanmers 
from 
eight states 
told members of the House 
and Senate 
here early 
this 
week. 
John 
Scarborough, 
Dub 
Drummond 
and 
Joe 
Ford 
were among farm and rural 
leaders from Texas, Minne­ 
sota, South Dakota, Colorado, 
Wyoming, New Mexico, Kan­ 
sas and Pennsylvania, making 
the House and Senate calls 
and delivering Farmers Union 
recommendations 
on major 
legislative needs of agricul­ 
ture. 
“The Farmers Union has 
worked with 25 other general 
farm and commodity groups 
to develop the coalition farm 
bill. This bill — the Purcell 
bill — is co-sponsored by more 
than 
50 members 
of the 
House and Serrate. It is not 
all that Farmers Union be­ 
lieves is needed, but it pro­ 
vides the framework on which 
Congress can build an im­ 
proved, long-range program," 
said Tony T. Dechant, national 
president of Farmers Union. 
“Time is running short and 
we can no longer wait for an 
Administration 
farm 
bill. 
Members of Congress 
will 
have to go ahead and take 
the initiative and our coa-

Prevention Best 
W a y to Control 
Disease - Agent 


Prevention is still the best 
method of disease control in 
livestock. And, reminds Coun­ 
ty Agent Kirby Clayton, ren­ 
dering assistance to newborn 
farm animals is a case in 
point. 
For example, he says, one 
of the greatest dangers to 
new 
arrivals 
is 
infection 
through the umbilical cord 
which connects 
to the liver 
and kidneys. 
Discase entering the ani­ 
mals 
system 
through 
this 
avenue can be reduced by 
the simple process of dipping 
the stump navel in a solution 
of iodine. The iodine should 
be applied as soon after the 
birth of the animal as pos­ 
sible, notes the county agent. 
The iodine can be applied 
from a small jar, such as a 
half-pint jelly jar, and should 
be of 
veterinaiy strength, 
about IO percent iodine. The 
use of iodine normally ad­ 
vised for human:-! will be of 
little benefit since the per­ 
centage of iodine is too low.

To Small Groins 
Top dressing time for small 
grains is at hand and is a job 
that should be done on time, 
reminds County Agent Kirby 
Clayton. Adequate soil mois­ 
ture, at the time

cation, usually insures a good 
response for the plant food. 
If early planted small grains 
have been grazed, it is reason­ 
able to expect 
that all or 
most of the orginally applied 
nitrogen 
has been used by 
the crop. If forage yields have 
been checked, or a protein 
analysis obtained, it is fairly 
easy to determine how much 
nitrogen has been used by the 
crop so far. 
As a general rule,

T W E N T Y Y E A R S AGO 
(February IO, 1950) 


Thieves were active in the Ham­ 
lin area Thursday night and early 
Friday morning when the Winn Va­ 
riety Store and Safeway store were 
burglarized. 
Also entered 
were 
schools at Roby and Longworth. 
Indications are that preparation 
was made in a professional manner 
for the crim es perpetrated here. The 
band cooly entered the rear door of 
the Winn store and moved the small 
safe out of view from the street be­ 
fore starting the task of knocking the 
combination from the strongbox. 
Little effort was made to rifle the 
cash registers at the various count­ 
ers throughout the* store and the men 
seemed content to concentrate for a 
larger sum. No merchandise was 
disturbed as far as can be deter­ 
mined by Manager Travis Hash. 
Hash entered the store early 
Friday morning and immediately 
noticed that the back door and stock 
room door were both open whichwas 
contrary to the usual custom. Inves­ 
tigation revealed that the sale had 
been moved from its location inside 
the railing of his office partition to 


a point screened from the street. The 
safe had been turned on its side and 
the combination punched from the 
door through use of punches. Checks 
and other papers stored in the safe 
were left by the burglars after an 
apparent careful examination. Ap­ 
proximately $200 was taken from the 
safe. 
Earlier in the day strangers had 
made purchases in the store of triv­ 
ial items and excited suspicion of the 
store personnel by careful exami­ 
nation of exits as a means of entry.
